So said Guy Daniels, a deputy 
in the office of the San Bernar- 
dino county superintendent of 
schools in a telephone interview 
with The Upland News.

large as Chaffey is logical,’’ he 
said. Mr. Daniels explained that 
on a student population basis 
Chaffey is the largest district in 
the county. 


“The trend is to divide school 
districts as the population in- 
creases in order to permit better 
local expression and govern- 
mrent,’’ he continued, ‘‘Of course, 
the trend is toward unified school 
districts where the same admin- 
istration governs the elementary 
schools as well as the high school. 


“The situation in your area is 
a little different, however, due 
to the wide area and the number 
of school districts involved.” 


In a public meeting on Thurs- 
lay, May 24, the San Bernardino 
‘ounty school boundary commit- 
ee will hear expressions from 
ill interested persons. The meet- 
ag will be held in the Elemen- 
ary school auditorium and is 
che first of such hearings provid- 
od by low. , 


“The committee will determine 
ifter the meeting if there is mer- 
t in making a study of the for- 
nation of a new district and 
separating from Chaffey,’ Mr. 
Daniels explained. “If the com- 
nittee approves of the study, 
hen over a period of about six 
nonths, complete data will be 
ybtained. At least three public 
iearings will be held to receive 
»xpressions and all possible in- 
‘ormation.”’ 


The committee will then make 
1 recommendation to the state 
lepartment of education, which 
n turn will make a recommenda- 
ion. If all the recommendations 
ire favorable, then an election 
vill be called with voters being 
yrivileged to express their wish- 
‘s at the polls, 


Mr. Daniels forecast the rou- 
ine would be completed by the 
nd of 1956.

Petition Names 


| Many active leaders in Cuca- 
monga are today united in the 
goal of obtaining 25-per cent of 
the signatures of the property 
owners within the proposed city 
of Cucamonga. 

Petitions are being prepared 
by an attorney and just as soon 
as copies are available scores 
of workers will begin a_ syste- 
matic coverage of the proposed 
area of 12 square miles. 

“We are going to ring the doo 
bell of every home in Cucamon- 
ga,’”’ said Leslie L: Foster, Cu- 
camonga Times editor and chair- 
man of the general committee 

“Our big job is to obtain the 
signatures. We observed that 
leaders in Monte Vista found that 
was their biggest task and we 
are aware of a tremendous job 
ahead of us.”’

Usually, school board elections 
appeal to only a small fraction 
of the voters. The situation may 
be different this year, however, 
due to the intense interest in 
school matters and the continu- 
ing efforts of Ontario citizens to 
change Chaffey policies. 

In addition to the election of 
two members of the high school 
board, five persons will be elect- 
ed to the Chaffey college board. 
Candidates are three incumbents 
— Mr. Barr, Mrs. Thompson and 
Nelson Gray. Other candidates 
are Ben F. Allen, Monte Vigan: 
Roderick L. Dungan, Ontario, 
and Joseph R. Gagnon and James 
I. Hare, Fontana. 

Also elected from this area will 
be one member of the new coun- 
ty board of education. Six people 
ire candidates: George E. Par- 
tridge and Mrs. Asger Ravn, Cu- 
eamonga; Carl Masingale, Alta 
Loma; George A. Meffan and 
Herbert Bailey, Ontario, and H.

Mrs. Martha Ames Fetrow, 
257 N. First Ave., the great 
granddaughter of an officer who 
served and fought with General 
George Washington for seven 
years in the revolutionary war 
died, Tuesday, in Flett Rest home, 
800 E. Fifth St., Ontario, at the 
age of 88 years. 

A pioneer resident of Upland, 
she arrived here with her hus- 
band, the late Elmer A. Fetrow, 
and children, from Marion, Kan., 
in 1900. Mr. Fetrow passed away 
in October 1952 sometime after 
they had celebrated their 64th 
wedding anniversary. 

She is survived by one daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Donald Watkins, Los 
Angeles; two sons, Paul A. Fet- 
row, Upland and Lowell A, Fet- 
row, Ontario; two grandsons, 
Gene B. Fetrow, Ontario and 
Paul Fetrow, Jr., Torrance, and 
four great grandchildren. 

The family connection with 
Thomas Collier, first lieutenant 
in the first company raised on 
the Delaware to fight for national 
independence is an authenticated 
record. The revolutionary soldier 
fought in a company commanded 
by Captain Bailess, under the 
immediate command of Wash- 
ington and was at Valley Forge 
and other historic. battle fields. 


He had no children until he 
was 75 years of age. He had 
moved to Nelson Co., Ky., and 


two years previously had mar- 
ried. Their son, and his only 
child, was Mrs. Fetrow’s grand- 
father, Ira M. Collier, who had 
13 children. 

First Lieutenant Thomas Col- 
lier’s wife the former Mrs. Mc- 
Adams was also a distinguished 
and heroic character. Before her 
marriage to Thomas, while liv- 
ing in Bardstown, Ky., she killed 
a Savage Indian with an ax when 
he attacked her in her home.

tax becoming effective with the 
cities remitting to the county 10 
per cent of the sales tax collected 
within the municipalities. 

Upland already has a one per 
cent sales tax and the county: 
wide plan will have no effect on 
local personnel already paying 
the tax. In some cases of major 
purchases, deliveries of local 
sales have been made outside 
the city limits as a means of 
avoiding payment of one per 
cent. With adoption of a county 
sales tax law, this procedure will 
be nullified, according to propon- 
ents of the plan. 

Mayor Stone has expressed the 
belief that Upland will gain fin- 
ancially by the plan because the 
new system will produce to the 
city more than the 10 per cent 
Upland will have to rebate to the 
county. 

With adoption of the new county 
tax, the supervisors have pledged 
that proceeds of this tax will be 
used to defray the cost of a pro- 
posed $8,000,000 bond issue for 
new county buildings.

A new orchard cultivation implement has been intro- 
duced locally by the manufacturer, Outdoor Air Contitioning 
Co., 111 No. Euclid Ave., where c company employe, Rob- 
ert Smith, designed the implement. Pictured with the new im- 
plement is Wm. Farmer. also a company employe. The im- 
plement was designed after many orchard owners expressed 
a desire for a means of opening a wide flat furrow for irri- 
gation purposes. The flat disc blade opens the furrow allow- 
the soil to run back over the disc and be carried to either 
side by the two moldboards. The drum is movable and as 
debris colects the drum turns under pressure permitting the

THINGS NEW AND OLD 


If we are alert we sense the 
act that our language is ‘chang- 
ing radically and rather rapidly.
